Additional Taxes For Incomes Above 


$20,000, Increasing Until the 
Maxi- 


mum of 5 Per Cent Is Reached on 
the Excess Above $500,000—Penalties 
For Failing to Make Reports, 


The income tax feature of the new 


tariff !a\v, made possible by the adop- 
tion of an amendment to the federal 
constitution, marks a new feature iu 
tariff legislation. 
It is expected to 


yield au annual revenue exceeding 
?100,000.000. which makes possible the 
reduction of tariff duties. 


Under the terms of tne new law a 


tax of 1 per cent will be levied on all 
incomes iu excess of $3,000 with cer- 
tain exemptions. 
The bill provides 


that there shall be "an additional tax 
of 1 per cent per annum upon the 
amount by which the total net income 
exceeds $20.000 and does not exceed 
$50.000. and 2 per cent per annum 
upon the amount by which the total 
net income exceeds $30.000 and does 
not exceed ST-j.OOO. :j per cent per an- 
num upon the amount by which the 
total net income exreeds -$75.000 aud 
does not exceed $100.000. 4 per cent 
per annum upon the amount by which 
the total net income exceeds §100.000 
and does not exceed §250.000. 5 per 
cent per annum upon the amount by 
which the total net income exceeds 
$230.000 and does not exceed §500.000 
and 6 per cent per annum upon the 
amount by which the total net iur-ome 
exceeds $300.000." 


Individuals to Make Returns. 


Ever/ person subject to the income 


tax must make a report of his income 
to the collector of internal revenue in 
the district in which he lives or in

which his business is carried on. 


In defining what shall be considered 


income for taxation, the bill says: 


"Subject only to such exemptions 


and deductions as are hereinafter al- 
lowed, the net income of a taxable 
person shall include gains, profits aud 
income derived from salaries, wages

paid, or from professions, vocations,

"And not 'bnly were many of tb.& 


civilized Mackenzie people chronical- 
ly ill, but they were also insufficient- 
ly clothed and insufficiently fed. There 
was in 1911 probably not a single in- 
dividual in the Prince Albert sound 
group who did not have at least two 
complete suits of warm skin, clothing 
and many had several suits, while 
among the civilized Eskimos of the 
Mackenzie at any time between 1908 
and 1912 a man who bad even one 
good suit -was hard to find. Most of 
them are so poorly clad that they 
are unable to hunt seal in 
winter 


through being insufficiently protected 
from the cold. 


''This insufficiency of clothing is the 


result of two things: 
First, the in- 


troduction of rifles has destroyed the 
caribou upon which they depended for 
doming, and, secondly, the multiplica- 
tion of new wants, such, as the desire

Sundries. 


The conference committee adopted 


tbe action of the senate, placing ful- 
minates and gunpowder on the free 
list. There was a compromise on the 
paragraph relating to furs, but ucneral- 
ly the hoiT^e rates were restored.

The association holds tbat $5,000.000 


is year, in addition to such sums as are 
s<a aside from current revenues for 
t>>e uses of the highway department, 
•will constitute as much money as will 
be necessary to carry out a systematic, 
•economic and practical campaign for 
first class road construction. 


The association sets forth its posi- 


tion on the road loan and the proposed 
legislation in the following address to 
the people of the state: 
To the People of Pennsylvania— 


The Pennsylvania Good Roads Asso- 


ciation commends to the favorable con- 
sideration of the voters the proposed 
amendment to the constitution to per- 
mit the state to issue bonds not ex- 
ceeding 550,000,000 for the construc- 
tion of highways. This amendment has 
been adopted by two legislatures and 
xow requires only the approval of a 
•majority at the polls in the November 
•ejection of 1913. 


Issuance of bonds is an approved 


roethod of financing large enterprises, 
both public and private. The consti- 
tution of Pennsylvania grants to all 
mrraicipalities the right to bond them- 
•selves for sxich purposes.

p-ublic sentiment demands good roads. 
Pennsylvania is far behind many of 
her sister states in meeting t'.:is de- 
zaand. Repeated experience has shown 
ih?.t legislatures cannot be depended 
OS to resist the demands for appro- 
-piiations for public and private char- 
ities to such an extent as to permit of 
adequate support for road building out 
cf the general revenues. A bond issue 
offers the only alternative. The state 
is out of debt. It can borrow an abun- 
dance of money at low interest. Re- 
payment of the loan through the ac- 
cumulation of a sinking fund, and its 
interest earnings during a long period 
of years will impose no serious bur- 
den on the revenues. Farms and other 
real estate will not be called upon to 
pay a dollar of this, because there 13 
and can be no state t^x on real estate 
33 Pennsylvania. 


The Pennsylvania Good Roads As- 


srciaiion is in favor not only of the 
oond issue, hut of a conservative ancl 
well-ordered method of issuing these 
bends and expending the proceeds 
thereof. Should the bond issue be ap- 
proved, by the voters in November, no 
money would be available until the 
legislature had passed and the gsv-
